Despite ; . massive , adverr 
tising, turnouts were poor at 
last year's festival. This is 
one of the major reasons for 
the reduction of ISA budget 
this year. If any more money 
is spent on large events which 
fail due to lack of partici- 
pants, the organization will 
have shrunk loathe, point of 
not being able to f unciion. ' 

"Students complain that 
the ISA is doing nothing, but 
vrtien something is done, the 
students don't t^e part in 
the events," pointed out Ha- 
nusia Korwin-Lopuszanska, 
Assistant Director of Public 
Relations for the ISA. 

Future plans depend on the 
success of the festival. Fail- 
ure will cause 8'. budget cri- 
sis. The organization sdready 
has plans to ask the Post Grad- 
uate Students' Society and the 
Engineering Undergraduates' 
Society for money. 

Promoters are optimistic 
about future meetings despite 
an attendance of only deven 
students at the last meeting.

Tuition may increase

McGill's financial wizards are 
currently considering the pos- 
sibility of raising student fees 
to offset the University's |6 
million dollar deficit. Fees have 
.not been raised • substantially 
since 1965. 

According to Allan McCoU, Fi- 
nance director, the sweeping bud- 
get cuts recently approved by 
the Board of Governors . vrill 
make no reduction in the amount 
ofthedeûdt 

"The budget cuts serve only 
to reduce our operating base. 
There is^ nothing we can do to 
solve our finandal difficulties," 
the claimed. "The government 
must come through with the mo- 
ney." 

. . However, a fee increase, if the 
University did propose it and if 
it was accepted by the Quebec 
government, would not solve the 
problem either. 

By raising the fees $100, Mc- 
Gill would only increase its 
revenues by |1^ million, assum- 
ing enrollment, would not drop 
drastically. . 

Moreover, early next year,' 
the government raay.finally make 
known its- poliqr^on^McGiU, op- 
erating a CBGEP diTà pernàhent 
basis and indeed on whether the 
University will continue to re- 
cdve large subsidies from pu- 
blic funds. If their decision is 
not in favour of the Administra- 
tion's polides, the fee question 
would .be the least of McGill's 
worries. 

Mr. McColl also clarified the 
University's policy with regard 
to the ' amount of student fees 
deductible for income tax pur- 
poses.

Revolt in Toronto? 




TŒONTO (CUP)- - The U.S. 
Consulate - General on University 
Avenue and Toronto's CBC Head- 
quarters were attacked with 
Molotov- cocktails and smoke 
bombs Saturday morning. . 

Anonymous notes identified the 
attadu wUch;^bccun»diOi^j,mh^ 
utes apart â^ttùéJfint^liÉsson of 
the ridng revolutionary vnath of 
thepeople".^^^ 

At 8:10 pm, Molotov cocktails 
were thrown simultaneously 
through the north and south win- 
dows of the consulate. Damage, 
estimated at from |350 to |1,000 
was mostly caused by smoke and 
the foam of fire extinguishers. A 
watchman, hearing the sound of 
-breaking glass, notified the fire 
department t>efore the fire could 
spread. There had been no warn- 
ing. 

At 8:20 pm, a smoke bomb 
was thrown into a stairwell of ■ 
the CBCs Television Production 
Centre. It was quiddy doused by 
a stage hand with a fire extin- 
guisher. 

Mimeographed copies of the ex- 
planatory note were delivered to 
the offices of The Globe and Mail 
by an unidentified woman. Another 
was found by police on a street 
comer. 

The Federal Department of 
Manpower and Immigration was 
designated in the note as a target 
for a third attack, which appar- 
ently never came off . 

According to The Globe, the 
note ,w^ headed '/Death to Fas- 



cists Trudeau-Bourassa-Dra- 
pcau". (Trudeau and Drapeau 
were in town for the Grey (Tup 
Festivities). It went on to charac- 
terize the CBC as "the mouth 
piece of the (Radian ruling 
dass", and the Manpower Depart- 
ment as "a fraud to fool the work- 
ing class." 

It also included the familiar 
chant of a relatively small 
Maoist group, conunonly called 
the. Internationalists: "Long Live 
the Communist Party of Canada 
(Mandst-Leninlst)".

Stan Brakhage, an independent 
film-maker from the United 
States, recently visited McGiU 
campus to show and discuss his 
worit. 

In actual fact. SUn had always 
wanted to be a poet, but before he 
was 18, he discovered in himself 
an unusual sensitivity to the 
visual hnage that, far exceeded 
his ability with language. So. fol- 
lowing in the steps of Oocteau, he 
decided to use his experience 
with poetry to further the art of • 
nim-making. 

But there was another factor 
involved in the creation of Mr. 
Brakhage's first film. Even at the 
age of 18, Stan was still veiy shy 
when near girls, so when there 
came into his life a young girl 
whom he especially wanted to 
meet, the only way he could do so 
was by making a film of her. 

Oat of the most striking as- 
pects of the Brakhage films is 
the absence of -sound, but in no 
way do his films remind one of 
the silent moWes of the 1920's. 
When asked why there was no 
sound, Brakhage answered that, 
In the beginning, there was no 
sound because he did not know 
enough about mtidc. Later, how-' 
ever, Brakhage happily realized 
that film does not need sound. In 
fact, he bad turned a liability into 
an asset: the absence of sound is 



made up for by a rhythm of light, 
movement, and sensiti\1ty defin- 
ed as the response on the part of 
the audience. 

TTie rhythm is seen in the 
movement of light as it begins 
to take variotis. shapes which in 
turn become recognizable objects 
that finally introduce the element 
of stoiy into the film.. By learn- 
ing how to control by hand the 
movement of his camera, Stan 
Brakhage has succeeded in ex- 
pressing the rhythm of his emo- 
tions. And so. in "The Wier 
Falcon Saga", the poplar trees 
come alive with the pulse of life. 
The third rhythm is purely sub- 
jective as each person responds 
differently to the patterns of light 
and imagery. 

When asked why he makes 
films, Mr. Brakhage answered 
that "a man does' not choose to 
be an artist"; for him, art is a 
necessary way of life. "Neither 
is a work of art created hi a 
moment," he continued, "but 
after a life-time of discipline in 
which the artist has followed each 
obsession until It is exhausted." 
Mr. Brakhage believes that "ob- 
session is crtldal in the making 
of art and this making occurs 
faster than we can be aware of." 

According to Brakhage, the 
creative impulse takes the form 
of play in early childhood when 
children play until they have ex- 
hausted every possibility. "But 
people deny the beauty of play 
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when they make it competitive - 
when they use it to beat someone 
else." Mr. Brakhage accused. 
The tendency of most artists 
from early childhood is to avoid 
competition of all kinds - es- 
pecially in the area of sports. 
^ "The artist keeps alive, the 
impulse of child's play, which is 
the exercise of one's faculties," 
Brakhage stated. And he drew 
attention to the way a baby will 
explore his body and objects 
around him - touching, smelling 
and tasting 'eveiything he can 
grasp - but not for the purpose 
of exerting power as many people 
think, but in order to understand 
these things within the framework 
of his "experience". "I make 
films the way others make war 
and love - to exercise my facul- 
ties," Brakhage concluded. 

For Stan Brakhage, art is also 
a way of survival - for only by' 
ordering his chaotic experiences 
into art can an artist endure the 
intensity of his perceptions. In 
speaking of his film, "Eyes", 
Mr. Brakhage explained that 
throughout his life, he had been 
afraid of policemen, and only by 
making a film of them was he 
able to overcome his fear. 

When speaking about the other 
side of the artistic experience - 
that part related to the public - 
Brakhage. said that, "a woilc of 
art can not have its true effect 
in the world until it has an ap- 
preciator willing to put into the 
understanding of it as much time 
as it took to create it."

We can penetrate 
to the heart of this man's poetry 
while riding on the subway!" he 
exclaimed. "In all true art, there 
is an element of mystery that 
still remains after the analytic 
process has been completed," 
Mr. Brakhage concluded.

The Quebec ID card : 
a real threat 

The War Measures Act has been in effect for almost two months 
now. The presence of soldiers iii downtown IVIontreal is no longer a 
novelty, but it would be foolish to say that Montreal is back to normal. 

Tlie question of compulsory ID cards for Quebeckers is still being 
seriously considered by the Bourassa government. Members of the 
Parti Québécois have suggested that there be an ID card only for elec- 
tions, without fingerprints or photographs. The PQ suggestion is doubt- 
less moie attractive thaii Oioquettc's, but it misses the point. 

"Hie poinYis that there shâkiid not be ID cards of aiiy kind in Que-' 
bee. Information on individuals should not be subject to the indiscrimi- 
nate manipubtion of the government. Hie events of the past months 
have amply shown government's capacity for repression and casual 
arrest: the irresponsibility of Marchand in the Montreal elections, the 
arrest of FRAP and labour leaders. St-Pierre's investigations of teach- 
ers.. 

Choquette himself is still tiying to cash in on the Cross-Laporte 
affahr. On Sunday in an address to survivors of the Nan concentration 
camps, Choquette drew some well-worn histoiical parallels between 
revolution and totalitarianism and was heartily applauded. The fact that 
Choquette has to play on both the paranoia of the WMA and the night- 
mare of Nazi Germany to make his point is indicative of the hoUowness 
of the ID card proposal. 

It is patently absurd to say that adequate security in Quebec en- 
taib government information on every citizen. Choquette's actions 
have served only to amplify illusory .threats of a consphracy agahtst 
the people of Quebec. 

Hie conspiracy theory is not taken seriously any more, not even 
by Thideau. But Choquette obviously feels threatened as probably do 
the people who applauded his speeches. It must be dear. by now, how- 
ever, that the FIX} does not pose a threat to the^niaas "of Qiiebec peo- 
ple. The FLQ may pose a threat to those who are in power, and those 
who are in power are a very small minority in Quebec. 

Chçquétte's actions pose a threat that is very real, hi extending 
the paranoia when he should be trying to curb it, he is with his confre- 
res in the Bourassa government, buildhig the foundation for repres- 
don in Quebec. 

It would'bc wise for Mr. Choquette to note in his free-wheeling his- 
torical analogies^^that there is ample historical evidence of a connec- 
Uon between'represion and revolution.
